EXPLANATION:

This announcement opens a state resident registration permit hunt, RM831, for any moose in
the portion of Game Management Unit 21D south of the south bank of the Yukon River,
downstream of the up-river entrance of Kala Slough and west of Kala Creek.

REGULATION:

Therefore, the following regulations in SAAC 85.045(a)(19), HUNTING SEASONS AND
BAG LIMITS FOR MOOSE, are superseded by this emergency order, and the following
provisions are in effect for hunting moose in Unit 21D:

JUSTIFICATION:

The Alaska Board of Game established a registration permit hunt in the portion of Unit 21D
south of the south bank of the Yukon River downstream of the up-river entrance of Kala
Slough and west of Kala Creek at their January 2019 meeting.

The moose population in the Kaiyuh Flats area of Unit 21D increased from 2011 to 2018,
providing additional opportunity for moose harvest. Moose abundance in the hunt area was
estimated to be 1,900-2,500 in 2011 and increased to an estimated 4,000—4,500 moose by
fall 2018.

The Unit 21D 10-year average estimated harvest during 2010-2019 was 408 moose, which is
below the Intensive Management harvest objective of 500—1,000 moose. The harvest quota
for this winter hunt will be 20 moose, to include no more than 15 cows. The harvest of cows
accompanied by calves is prohibited. Hunters who have already harvested a moose during
this regulatory year (after July 1, 2020) are not eligible to participate in this hunt. Hunters
must report their harvest within 2 days of harvest, and unsuccessful hunters or hunters that
did not hunt need to report by March 31, 2021.
